Sweden,  lying 
Ur  out  ot  the  circle  of  the  grand  tour, 
and  mit  polVeding  pleafutable  charms  c- 
iiough  to  make  the  moll  eccentric  travel¬ 
ler  deviate  from  that  circle,  is  configned 
over  to  the  merely  accidental  attention 
of  the  philoftphical  traveller.  Nor  will  a 
fmall  di  irc  of  philofophy  be  fufticient  to 
lurmount  the  didicullics  which  attend 
vifiling  dillaiU  places,  feparated  from 
each  other  by  craggy  rocks,  extenfive  fo- 
relts,  or  defert  plains ;  where  the  ex- 
haurted  traveller  mntl  be  contented  with 
kuikkibroi  miferable  beverage,  inllead 
ol  a  hot  fond  and  fherry  ;  and  repofe  his 
wearied  limbs  in  a  fpecies  of  erf/;,  inllead 
of  enjoying  the  luxuries  of  a  feather*bed.

“  nd'ap;  i  iMtment  and  difquietiide  had 
attended  Ztinco  through  the  whole  of 
bis  life,  T.ot withhaiKllng  ilie  great  acqui-

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riagn ;  even  his  matrimonial  fiate  had 
been  embittered  with  continual  chagrin. 
This  was  the  natural  effeift  of  his  own  vi¬

Hut  to  render  hi.  felieity  more  certain 
and  permanent,  he  thought  it  necelTary 
to  bring  his  eftate  to  the  higheff  pitch  of 
improvement;  after  which  he  propofed 
to  rf-lurn  to  Knn>pi  •,  and  theie  in  fplep- 
dor  and  magnificence  enjoy  evciyplea- 
fure  that  his  heart  could  delire. 

In  the  profeention  of  this  plan  he  h-

hisexcifilve  felfilliners  rngridVed  all  his 
feelings,  and  left  him  quite  inditlerenl  to 
the  feelings  of  oihei>  ;  he  Odl  was  not 
polilively  ciuel.  li  dependent  of  p.ifli  >n 
or  rage,  he  had  no  f.ilist.ieMum  in  giving 
pain  ;  he  wa.st>idy  unconcerned  whether 
they  fuftered  or  not.  .\nd  afterwards, 
when  he  became  the  abfolute  ni.iAer  ot  a 
great  number  ot  unfoitunate  creatures, 
whom  heconfulercd  a>  his  property,  he 
thought  that  he  had  a  light  to  make  the 
moft  of  them.  And  he  was  informid  by 
thofc  who  have  heads  for  fuch  a  caLula- 
tir>n,  and  hearts  to  aCf  in  c»inlequefice  of 
it,  that  to  force  flrves  to  tiieir  uimort  ex- 
rrlions,  and  purchafe  new  ones  as  the 
old  expire,  is,  upon  the  whole,  more  (C- 
cononiical  than  to  treat  them  with  a  cer¬ 
tain  degree  of  gentlenefs,  and  oblige 
them  to  no  moie  labour  than  is  piopor- 
tioned  to  their  Ifreugth,  although,  by 
this  mtans,  the  exptnee  of  new  purcha- 
fes  would  be  Ief»  confiderable,  and  Itfs 
fretpienl.  A  peifon  who  palled  for  a  ve¬ 
ry  feiifible  mail,  who  formerly  kept  an 
inn  i  n  one  ot  the  great  polling  roads  in 
England,  and  was  at  this  time  a  conli- 
flerable  proprieior  I't  land  in  one  e)t  the 
"Weft-lnJia  iflands,  had  aiViired  him,  that 
hr  hatl  Umnd  this  to  hold  with  regard  to 
|)oft-h('rfes  ;  and  the  argument  was  e- 
cjually  juft  w  hen  applied  to  flaves.  Zc- 
luco  theicfore  had  oiiginally  no  dirciff 
intention  of  injunng  his  ll.ivcs;  his  view 
was  fimply  to  improve  his  eft4tes  to  the 
utmoft ;  i’Ut  in  tlie  execution  of  this 
plan,  as  their  exci lions  did  not  keep  pace 
with  his  impatience,  he  found  it  cecelTa- 
rytarjuicken  them  by  an  unremitting 
life  Ol  the  whip.

A  Scotch  IVtlbyteriaa  and 
Whig,  named,  Buchanan,  is  let  in  oppo- 
filion  to  a  Scotch  Jicobite  and  Tory, 
named  Targe;  and  the  ixtrav igancies 
of  both  parties  are  horly  pdir.ted,  and 
ftrongly  ridiculed.  The  p-chn e  of  Tranf- 
fer,  a  wealthy  citizen  of  L  ndnn,  will 
apply  to  many  an  original  ;  and  the  com¬ 
mon  folly  of  men  w’!.o  have  dedicated 
the  whole  vigour  of  their  lives  to  one 
purfuit,  that  of  accumulating  rroiuy, 
and  who  yet  expeiit  in  the  wane  of  hfe 
to  derive  enjoyment  fiom  other  occu¬ 
pations  and  other  amultments,  is  plact  J 
in  the  moft  ftriking  point  of  view.  The 
author  excels  in  defenbing  national  cha- 
ra,iters,  which  he  t»flen  p.iiats  by  a  fin. 
gle  ftroke.  A  French  furgtun  is  employ¬ 
ed  to  attend  Zeluco,  who  is  mortally 
wounded  by  a  rope-tlanct  r,  the  feertt 
p.iramour  ot  his  miftrcls,  Nerina.  Ma- 
viiig  examined  the  ftate  of  his  patient, 
the  lurgeon  declares  that  bethinks  it  im- 
piobable  he  Ihould  live  above  two,  or  at 
molt,  three  days.  Father  Mulo,  a  monk, 
urges  the  nectflity  of  acquainting  the 
wounded  mail  with  the  danger  of  his 
condition.  The  furc^'oii  replies,  that  he 
cannot  think  it  confiftmt  with  p^  lifentf* 
lo  tell  a  gentleman  a  difagiceablt,  or  iin- 
neceffary,  truth  on  any  occafion ;  ob- 
ferving  that  in  France  fuch  a  thing  would 
be  confidered  as  quite  unpardonable.

The  King  being  placed  upon  his 
throne,  nndf  the  billowing  fpceeh  : 

“  Gentlemen.  At  the  time  1  look  the 
rrfohui.>n  of  alTeniblmg  vou  ;  when  I 
had  furmounlrd  all  the  difllcullieb  which 
threatrned  a  convocation  of  my  States ; 
when  I  had,  to  ufe  the  (.xprelhon,  even 
preconceived  the  defiren  of  the  nation, 
in  manifeHiug  beforehand  my  wilhes  fur 
!t5  welfare,  I  thought  to  have  done  every 
thing  which  depended  on  myfelf  for  the 
go»>d  of  my  people. 

It  fr^mid  to  me  that  you  liail  only  to 
finilli  the  .work  I  had  begun  ;  and  the 
nation  expecled  impatiently  the  moment 
when,  in  coniiii'.tHion  with  the  beneficent 
views  of  its  Soveieign,  and  the  enlight- 
enri!  zeal  ('t  its  reprefrntatives,  it  was 
about  to  enjoy  that  profperous  and  hap¬ 
py  Hate  which  fuch  an  union  ought  to 
afTortl. 

The  Statrs-Gencral  have  now  been 
opened  more  thin  twt)  montlis.  and  have 
imt  >ct  even  agried  on  the  preliminaries 
nf  its  operoions.  Infiead  of  that  fburcc 
of  harmony  which  fhould  ipring  from  a 
love  of  the  ci>untry,  a  molt  fatal  divilion 
fpreads  an  il^rm  over  e\e»y  mind.  1  am 
willing  to  believe,  and  I  lliall  b-  happy 
to  find,  that  I  he  difpolilitiQ  of  Firnch* 
men  is  no*  ch;mgrd  ;  but  to  avoid  re- 
prtiaching  eilfu  r  of  you,  1  lhall  coniider, 
th  it  the  renewal  ot  the  States-CJeticral 
.aft(r  fo  long  a  period,  the  turbulence 
which  pr« ceded  it,  the  obje»ft  of  this  .\f- 
fernb’y,  to  ibtferent  fron»  that  ot  your 
anoefitus,  and  many  other  obje^h,  have 
led  you  to  an  oppofition,  and  to  prefer 
pretenfions  which  you  arc  not  intitled 
to. 

I  ow’e  it  to  the  welfare  of  rr.y  king¬ 
dom.  I  owe  it  to  iTjyfcIf,  to  difopate 
thefe  fatal  divifions.  ll  is  with  this  re- 
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folution,  Gcnllcnren,  that  I  convene  yon 
once  more  around  me — I  do  it  as  the 
common  father  of  all  my  people— I  do  it 
as  the  defender  of  my  kingdom’s  laws, 
that  I  may  recal  to  your  memory  the 
true  fpirit  of  the  conftitution,  and  refill 
thofe  attempts  which  have  been  aimed 
againfl  it. 

But,  Gentlemen,  after  having  clearly 
efiablifiied  the  refpedlive  rights  tif  the 
different  orders,  1  expe<^l  from  the  zeal 
<»f  the  two  principal  chfies  — I  expedl 
from  their  attachment  to  my  perfon— I 
expe<5l  from  the  knowledge  they  have  of 
the  prefling  urgencies  of  the  Hate,  that 
in  thofe  matters  w  hich  concern  the  gr 
ncral  good,  they  Ihtiuld  be  the  firH  to 
propofc  a  re-union  of  confultation  and 
opinion,  which  I  confidcr  as  iiecefTary 
in  the  prefent  crifis,  and  which  ought  to 
take  place  for  the  general  good  of  the 
kingdom. 

It  is  my  defign.  Gentlemen,  to  offer 
to  your  examination  the  different  bene¬ 
fits  which  I  grant  to  my  people. — I  do 
not  wifli,  how'ever,  to  circumferibe  your 
zeal  in  the  boundary  that  1  am  about  to 
mark  out;  as  1  Oiall  adopt  with  pleaftirc 
any  other  plan  tor  the  public  good  which 
fliall  be  propofed  hy  the  Sta»es-General, 
—  I  may  fay,  witliout  deceiving  myfelf, 
that  no  other  King  lias  ever  done  fo 
much  for  any  nation  ;  but  what  other 
nation  has  ever  merited  fuch  a  conduct 
than  that  of  France.  —  I  do  not  hefitate 
to  declare,  that  thofe  who  by  exaggera 
ted  pretenfions,  or  uureafi>nable  tlifficiil 
ties,  fliouid  retard  the  eflVifls  of  my  pa 
tcrnal  defigns,  would  become  unworthy 
to  be  confidered  as  fufijt  iHs  of  France.” 

The  Keeper  of  the  Seals  then  read  a 
declaration  from  the  King,  containing 
thirty-five  articles,  the  principal  of  which 
were,  that 

lie  granted  the  a'oolition  of  Leltrcs  dc 
Cachet, 

He  granted  the  liberty  of  the  prefs  un¬ 
der  certain  regulations,  namely,  that 
perfons  abufing  that  liberty  Hiould  be 
Hibjeft  to  punilhmcMit  by  laws  to  be  en- 
a<^ied.

It 
is  myfclf  alone,  who  to  this  moment 
docs  every  thing  for  the  happinefs  of  my 
people :  and  it  is  furely  no  common 
thing,  that  the  only  ambition  of  a  fove- 
reign  (hould  be,  to  obtain  the  confent

Hatever  promifes  to  be  a  be¬ 
nefit  to  agriculture  will,  1 
tloubt  not,  defevve  a  place 
in  your  publication.  The 
foreknowledge  ot  the  changes  of  the 
'^father  may  be  reckoned  to  be  of  this 
number.  1  am  led  to  this  refledlion  on 
the  little  regard  lately  paid  to 
!  ^  “'ff’nieter.  At  its  firfl  introduction 
'nio  ufe,  as  indicating  the  changes  of  the 
'weather,  too  much  was  expected  from 
!•  ’  obfervers,  having  been  fome* 
imts  difappointed  in  their  expe^ations, 
ivc  as  unjuftly  rejected  it  loo  much.

have  pointed  out  to  roe  fcveral  circum- 
ftances  not  hitherto  fo  much  alluded  to 
as  they  feem  to  dcfcrv<r. 

At  or  near  the  vernal  equinox,  Hormy 
w'cathcr,  the  wind  generally  foulh  welt, 
w'ith  a  remarkable  tall  of  the  quickfiiver 
in  the  barometer,  takes  place;  the  ftorm 
generally  more  violent  if  the  new  moois 
happen  at  or  near  the  equinox.  Thefc 
ftorms  have  been  remarked  in  all  ages. 
When  the  weather  is  again  fettled,  what 
may  be  called  the  fummerleafon  of  the 
barometer  begins ;  and  during  the  furn- 
mer  the  motion  of  the  qiiicklilver  in  the 
barometer  is  much  irfs  extenlive  than  la 
the  winter,  the  quickliUer  felUom  fall¬ 
ing  lower  than  29  5  inches.

The  winter  fcafun  of  the  barometer 
begins  alfo  with  a  Uorm,  and  a  remark* 
ably  great  fall  of  the  quickfilvcr  near, 
or  foon  after,  the  Autumnal  Kquinox, 
the  wiiul  ft)metiincs  S.  W'.  and  fretjueni- 
ly  N.  K.  The  Kuometrjcal  Summer  is 
iometimes  icnglheiicd  out  lo  far  as  No¬ 
vember ;  after  which  tune  the  play  of 
the  (juickfilver  is  from  30.7  li>  x8  5. 
fuinetiiucs  lower.  All  coalling  vcllels 
around  this  illand  Oiould  as  much  as 
poiTible  avoid  being  at  fe.i  in  thefc  fea- 
lons,  at  leafl  till  the  introductory  Uoims 
are  part.  Hence  a  fall  of  t)!ie  tenth  of 
an  inch  in  the  fummer  is  nearly  as  lure 
an  indication  of  a  change  of  the  weather 
in  fummer,  as  two  tenths  are  in  the 
winter.  This  ditfcrcnce  has  been  un- 
julUy  charged  lo  the  inhrument  as  a 
fault. 

The  extent  of  a  fim’dar  variation  in  the 
motion  of  the  quicklilvrr  in  the  barome¬ 
ter  is  much  more  conQJerable  than 
feems  to  have  been  hitherto  imagined. 
This  will  be  continneJ  by  rcgillcrs  of 
the  weather  kept  in  dilbint  places.  If 
a  rtorm  happens  in  any  place  within  the 
range  of  this  limilaiitv  of  motion  in  the 
quicktilver,  the  mercury  will  fall  nearly 
c«qual!y  low  over  the  whole  extent  of  the 
range,  though  in  feveral  places  in  the 
range  the  weather  may  be  fair  and  fc- 
rene  while  the  barometer  is  low.  Many, 
on  fuch  occalions,  charge  the  inlfrnmcnt 
with  giving  a  falfc  prognotfic.  Let  them 
fnfpend  their  ctnfnic  till  tidings  may  ar¬ 
rive  of  what  may  have  hapivned  in  fomc 
dillant  part.  I  could  give  frveral  inltan- 
ces  of  this  faCl,  but  lhall  mention  only 
one. 

Having  made  an  appointment  to  pay 
n  ditlant  vilit  witia  tlut  accurate  obferver 
of  Nature  in  all  her  ways,  l)r  branklin, 
1  calleil  on  him  in  the  morning,  to  dif- 
fu.adc  him  from  going,  becaule  1  had 
obftrved  that  the  barometer  was  very- 
low  ;  but  he  feeing  that  the  heavens 
wore  an  agreeable  alpcCf,  laughed  at  my 
apprchcnfion,  and  we  went,  and  enjoy¬ 
ed  a  fair  and  very  agneable  ilay.  The 
barometer  was  cenfured  as  giving  a  falfc 
progn«>(\ic,  aiul  1  as  cieiluions  ;  hut  in  a 
few  days  we  had  an  account  ot  a  moft 


being  of  the  utmoft  confcqiicnce  to  the 
hulbandmen,  1  beg  their  particular  at¬ 
tention  lo  it  ;  for  it  is  chiefly  by  an  ac¬ 
curate  obfervation  of  this  peculiarity  h 
the  changes  of  the  weather  that  he  can 
obtain  the  moft  ufcful  Icllons.  In  foaic 
years  the  changes  of  the  weather  feem  to 
be  much  influenced  by  the  moon’i*  pla.e 
in  the  Zodiac ;  that  is,  when  the  inv>on 
piflVs  the  cquinoxial  line,  or  when  Ihc 
returns  from  her  greatctl  declinations 
fouth  or  north;  but  a  legilter  ot  the 
weather,  kept  conltantly  tnr  years,  af- 
fur»s  me,  that  there  is  no  dependence 
on  ihefe  circumftances.  1  could  never 
difeover  any  caufe  to  which  1  could  im¬ 
pute  the  regularity  of  the  changes  in  the 
weather;  but  can  alfure  the  attentive 
luiibandman,  that  there  is,  in  fomc 
years,  a  remarkable  regularity  in  them, 
and  in  all  years  fomc  degree  of  leguUri- 
ly.  This  regularity  in  the  chinges  of 
the  weather  is  moft  confpicuons  in  the 
intermediate  months  bctvicen  the  equi¬ 
noxes  ;  that  i*;,  during  May,  June,  ju- 
Iv,  and  Auguft,  in  fummer.  and  during 
Nviveinber,  December,  January,  anil  Fe¬ 
bruary,  in  winter.  I'hc  knowledge  of 
the  moft  probable  times  of  tliefc  changes 
may  be  ot  great  ufe  in  agriculture,  as 
Well  as  to  fcafaring  men. 

Lei  me  here  mention  fome  other  cir- 
cnmftances  in  regard  lo  the  baiometer. 
The  rifing  of  the  mercury  forcbiKies  f  n'r 
weather,  ami  its  falling  porlMid^  ram, 
w-ilh  winds.  During  ftiong  winds,  though 
iinaccompai.ieil  with  rain,  the  meicnry 
is  lov\ett.  Other  things  equal,  tne  mer¬ 
cury  is  higher  in  c«)ld  than  in  warm  wt  a- 
Iher.  In  general,  w-e  may  expect,  that 
when  the  mercury  riles  hii,h,  a  tew  days 
of  fair  w'eather  may  be  exprcttd.  It  the 
mercury  falls  in  two  or  thrie  days,  but 
foon  rifes  hii:h,  without  much  ram,  we 
may  expeifl  fair  weather  tor  feveral  dajs; 
and  in  this  cafe  the  cleareft  days  are  at- 
ttrthc  mercury  begins  to  tall.  In  like 
manner,  it  the  mercury  falls  very  low, 
with  much  rain,  nfes  foon,  but  tails  a- 
gain  in  a  day  or  two,  witii  rain,  a  con¬ 
tinuance  of  bad  weather  may  be  feared.

of  his  fon’s  died  n  confinement  of  hun¬ 
ger  and  thirfl,  they  having  been  refufed 
bo’h  ftxxl  and  water. 

Thefe  barbarities  w'ere  extended  to  the 
princes  and  Princeffes  in  Selim  Ghur,  to 
difeover  their  treafurts,  where  Cioolam 
Kadir  found  large  funis  of  money  and 
jewels.  Kor  this  purptifc  he  had  them  all 
/Gripped  in  his  prefence,  and  left  no 
m^ns  untried,  however  barbarous, 
u*fnl,  and  bef(-re  unheard-of,  todif- 
Cover  where  jewels  might  be  Ciinccaled  ; 
by  which  means  having  difeovered  fomc 
very  extraordinaay  large  pearls,  he  next 
procceiled  to  have  them  confined  in  a 
clofe  prifoii,  for  the  purpofe  of  a  fpecies 
ot  fearch  too  (hocking  to  relate.  Not 
fati>fied  witii  the  plunder  acquired  from 
ihcfe  unhappy  people,  faid  to  amount  to 
two  crorcs  of  rupees,  or  two  millitins, 
but  which  it  is  generally  fup|X)fed  a- 
mounted  at  Icafl  to  one,  he  next  pro¬ 
ceeded  to  abandon  himfelf  to  every  fpe- 
cirs  of  excefs  imaginable,  parliculaily 
drunkennefs  ;  and  in  one  of  Ihefc  fits  he 
ordered  the  Princes  to  be  brought  be¬ 
fore  him  to  dance  in  his  prefence  ;  where 
when  they  app<  ared,  he  upbr.iidtd  them 
for  their  pnfdlanimity ,  and  calling  them 
women,  told  them  he  wtinid  treat  them 
as  Inch  ;  and  tliai  they  mull  dance  or  be 
Bogged.  Some  obeyed  ;  fi  me  preferred 
and  underwent  the  puniihment  held  out 
in  cafe  of  non-compliance  ;  and  this  and 
other  indignant  cruel  treatment  he  re¬ 
peated  for  fc  vcral  days. 

By  this  time  the  Mahrattas  had  obli- 


rcnew»ed  many  of  his  horrid  cruellies, 
and  began  to  dellroy  what  he  could  not 
carry  away. 

He  next  evacuated  the  place,  and  took 
away  with  him  all  the  fons  and  daugh¬ 
ters  of  the  old  King,  in  number  fourteca 
Princes  and  eight  PrincelVes,  accompa¬ 
nied  by  the  new-made  King  HiJdor 
Sh.iw,  the  old  Brgum  Miilkfumancc 
(who  had  been  fo  initrumenial  in  bring¬ 
ing  .all  this  torture  and  ;dirgracc  on  the 
royal  family ),  and  the  treacherous  Na¬ 
zir.  With  thefe  he  marched  oft.  The 
Mahrattas  followed  him,  but  did  not 
dare  to  attack  him.  They  however  con- 
ftantly  kept  liaralling  him  (or  lome 
months,  in  the  hopes  of  being  fnpported 
by  the  HritiOi  government  in  India, 
whofe  public  approbation,  at  lealt  in 
this  inftance,  they  looked  for,  in  endea¬ 
vouring  to  bring  to  puniftimttii  luch  an 
enemy  to  the  human  race. 

Goolam  Kadir  now  finding  that  he 
could  get  no  more  money  frttm  the  old 
Begum,  at  whofe  inrtigalion  he  had  rai- 
fed  Hiddor  Shaw  to  the  throne,  dcp»»lcd 
the  latter,  and  had  Akbor  Shaw,  the  (r* 
com!  (on  of  the  blind  Kmg,  erowi.rd  in 
his(fead;  whom,  though  a  lavuuiiu  of 
his  father,  and  next  heir  to  ihe  throne, 
on  the  (pot,  the  country  rclufed  to  at- 
knowledge,  from  the  eircuinltancc  of 
this  nomination  proceeding  from  Goolam 
Kadir,  and  alfo  of  the  blind  King  bting 
yet  alive, 

Goolam  Kadir  thus  pur  feed  by  the
